The bill author 
Izes an appropriation of on 
million dollars,' a very modes 
sum when you consider the pub 
lie health of the nation; provide 
for prevention of disease and 
will In all probability .save ml 
lions, of dollars in combating
contagions throughout the couh 
try. After the recent Ohio Va! 
ley flood one and one-half mil 
lion vaccinations for typhoid 
were made by the Public Health 
Service. Nearly every flood 1 
followed by typhoid but afte 
this, the most .disastrous flood 
of the Ohio Valley, there wa. 
no contagion following the ex 
posure of a large population to 
hardships, suffering and dis 
ease. 

Because of the recent message 
of the President many members 
voted against this meritorious 
measure. There arc many places 
where expenditures ' could be 
lopped off that are not nearly 
so valuable a» the protection o 
public health. As I see It, it 
is not nearly' so much how 
much money we spend, but how 
and for what purpose we ex 
pehd It. ' Slnde It la quite nee 
essary to appropriate large 
sums for relief of the unenj 
ployed, many needed public im 
provements must stand aside for 
the time being. 
RIVER PROJECTS . . . 

The Rivers and Harbors com 
mlttee has been unusually busy 
this session.

Bonnevllle .dam 
and power project ,on; the Col­ 
umbia river, not, far from Port­ 
land, Oregon. It Is one of the 
most promising Federal power 
projects in the country. It will 
also extend navigation up the 
river for a considerable distance. 
The production of power is v.cry 
favorable and it Is predicted 
:hat the rate for power will be 
less than at any other federal 
project. Being accessible to ocean 
steamships, It will lend itself to 
a. trejnendoqs Industrial develop­ 
ment In the Northwest. The com- 
jletlon of the Grand Coulee ir- 
 igatlon and power project on 
:he upper Columbia will also af­ 
ford an Increased development 
n farming, fruit growing, and 

mining In that section.

Voters In the Los Angcies 
school district will cast their 
ballots at the election next Tues­ 
day, May 4, on a proposal which, .

The proposal on which the 
people will vote Is merely one 
which would give the board of 
education the authority to adopt 
a retirement system. Basic 
principles of any plan which tho 
board might adopt are provided.
